Supply demonstrated and 
explained a process known as 
plasma arc metal cutting 

Unlike the traditional 
methods of meta! cutting that 
uses saws, grinders, and oxy- 
acetylene torches, the plasma 
arc system uses super heated 
gas, compressed air, and 
electricity to cut any type of 
metal. In this technology, the 
term plasma refers to a gas that 
is heated to such a high 
temperature, as much as 
30,000-40,000 degrees Fahren 
heit, that it becomes capable of 
conducting electricity 

This process attracted the 
attention of the industry 
because of its ability to cut non- 
ferrous metal such as stainless 
steel, aluminum and copper 
Unlike oxy-acetylene, which is 
an oxidation process and doe 
not work on metals that do not 
oxidize, plasma is a melting 
process that will work on 
virtually any metal. In recent 
years, the plasma process has 
been greatly improved, largely 
as a result of inventions 
perfected by the Thermal

Crop Notes 

*Last week I moisture tested a lot of field corts Quite a lot was 
ready to put in as corn silage and some was ready for high 
moisture corn. My advice is to keep a close check on your corn. I 
would rather have corn silage a little on the wet side than too dry. 

*In most areas of the county the frost was not hard enough to 
put the alfalfa to ‘‘sleep.'’ Don't harvest until dormant. 

*Fall is an excellent time to kill perennial weeds such as dock, 
milkweed, etc. Many times the corn leaf will keep the weeds from 
getting frosted. If the weeds are still green after you remove the 
corn, spray with 1 to 1.5 qts. of Roundup with a surfactant. 

*Potash puts winter hardiness into alfalfa. Although the potash 
should have been applied 3 or 4 weeks ago, you still will benefit 
from 200 lbs/acre 

Will Microbial Inoculants 
Improve Corn Silage Quality? 

There are several ‘‘schools” of thought on the benefits 
derived from Microbial Inoculants applied to corn silage. Most 
everyone agrees that forage crops such as alfalfa benefit much 
more from the inoculant. The objective in silage is to have 
fermentation take place as soon as possible which means you 
would like a rapid drop in pH. In the fermentation process lactic 
acid is produced (you hope, sometimes other acids are produced) 
that drops the pH for good feedstuff preservation. If corn silage is 
harvested at the optimum moisture content, you probably won't 
benefit much from the inoculant. However, if the corn is wet and 
has a high sugar content, it may be an economic advantage to 
inoculate. In any case, the inoculant will not replace good 
management and harvesting practices

Hints To Growers

Fall Lawn Care 

Thatch: What is thatch? Thatch is all of the grass clippings 
that have accumulated at ground level that has failed to decay 
This undecayed material can present problems. First of all, it 
provides an ideal environment for over-wintering diseases and 
insects. Secondly, heavy thatch crowds out new grass seedlings 
Now is the time to remove the thatch and give your grass a 
chance to develop new seedlings 

Fertilization: Bluegrass and fine fescues mainly reproduce in 
the fall. This is one reason why it is importance to lime and 
fertilize in the fall. An application of two to three pounds of actual 
nitrogen per 1,000 square feet will be very beneficial. The nitrogen 
will make your grass speed up growth; therefore, it is very impor- 
tant to keep mowing the grass regularly until it goes dormant 
which could be as late as Thanksgiving 

Weed Control: Fall is by far the most effective time to kill 
weeds. The perennial weeds such as ground ivy, chickweed 
(winter annual), henbit, etc., are storing up food for winter: 
therefore, the plants easily absorb the herbicide. | would suggest 
using a herbicide that contains two, 4D and MCPP. Some of the 
mixed herbicides contain dicamba (Banvel). Be very careful 
using dicamba around trees and ornamental shrubs. Dicamba ts 
systemic and can be absorbed through the roots and possibly kill 
trees and shrubs. Read and follow the label carefully 

Dormant Oil Spray 

Dormant oil is a very effective and safe pesticide to use on 
plants for insects and disease control. Many insects, eggs, etc., 
over-winter on plants. The oil spray will kill many of these 
causative agents — apply the oil spray when the plants are 
dormant and the temperature is above freezing

Continued from Page A-1 
tremendously positive impact 
on the county's growth, not only 
witnessed by the numbers of 
tourists patronizing the slopes 
each year but also by the 
spawning of new businesses and 
private residences 

Indeed, according to Thayer, 
Heise is ‘father of the four- 
seasons concept," adding ‘‘the 
spin-offs go on and on."’ In an 
article appearing in a recent 
issue of Glades’ Star, Rev. John 
Grant stated, ‘‘Heise envisioned 
the Marsh Mountain area as be- 
ing part of a four season year- 
round recreation section of 
Deep Creek Lake.'’ Then owner 
of Will O' The Wisp cabins and 
several motels, Heise and 
several other local businessmen 
organized the Deep Creek 
Lake/Garrett County Promo- 
tion Council and set out to clear 
trails for the ski slope which 
opened for its first season in 
1956. 

A native of Pittsburgh and 
graduate of Ternple University, 
Philadelphia, Helmuth Heise is 
described by his sister, Doris 
Smith, Deep Creek Lake, as 
“sincere, fair, patient and 
strong.’’ According to Smith, 
Heise built the first motel in 
Garrett County and soon realiz- 
ed the need for a year-round at- 
traction to the area. 

Clearly not a behind-the~<desk 
person, Heise’s “hands on" ap- 
proach to business has earned 
him the respect and popularity 
of many who know him. 

Jerry Geisler, McHenry, 
Operations Manager at Wisp, 
offers that Heise is a ‘working 
man’s man"’ who prefers a low 
profile, and adds with a slight 
bernusement, “Mr. Heise is go- 
ing to be pretty embarrassed in 
the lime-light of this most re- 
cent award." 

Geisler further added that 
Heise seems to be most proud of 
the snow-making capabilities at 
the Wisp Mountain. As a matter 
of record, manufacturing com- 
panies that deal with Wisp have 
recognized those capabilities as 
being among the best in the 
world. In a recent letter, Jim 
Vanderkelen, Snow Machines, 
Inc., Midland, Mich., referred 
to the Wisp as “leaders in the 
world in snow-making 
technology."

ordinance,’' Burnett said 
“There were provisions for

Ah, Garrett County! Subject of wonderment as well as ridi- 
cule by outsiders (and insiders).

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zoning regulations. The 
controversy was the subject of 
an article in the Monday 
“Baltimore Sun." 

Whittemore was ordered to 
cease and desist from building 
kayaks in March of 1989 by the 
Town Council because his 
business, which he operated 
since 1964, was located in an 
area designated as residential. 
He maintains, however, that the 
Town Council was retaliating 
against him because his land- 
lord, Dr. Donald Pepper, is 
fighting a proposed laundromat 
and car wash adjacent to his 
property 

Terry Spear, a county roads 
administrator, chief of the 
town's volunteer fire company, 
and a member of the Town 
Council, obtained approval for 
the proposed laundromat/car 
wash in March 1988, which 
would be built across the street 
from Dr. Pepper's second home 
in an area also designated 
residential. 

Dr. Pepper took the case to 
Garrett County Circuit Court, 
where Judge Fred Thayer 
denied the town's rezoning of 
the property. Spear obtained 
approval from the Town 
Council again, a week after he, 
his mother and his uncle were 
sworn in as new council 
members in March, 1989, 
although they abstained from 
voting on the new request. 

Dr. Pepper again appealed in 
Circuit Court and a hearing is 
currently scheduled for October 
20. Whittemore received the 
order to cease and desist with 
his business the day before Dr 
Pepper filed his appeal, which 
was when “laundry wars," as 
Whittemore termed the drama, 
began to unfold 

Whittemore, who would face 
$100 a day fines if he continued 
with his business after the 
30-day grace period, and Dr 
Pepper photocopied town 
records and wrote a list of town 
council members’ alleged 


zoning violations: Joe Sessa 
was illegally building a motel in 
a conservation district; Sessa 
and Alice Spear, Terry's 
mother and council member, 
both owned rental apartment in 
areas not zoned for them, 
Whittemore alleged. 

Whittmore received two 
letters permitting him to 


resume his business and 
indicating that the matter 
would be resolved once the 
zoning ordinance was 
corrected, but Whittemore, on 
the advice of his lawyer, has not 
gone back to work, stating that 
the letters do not give him a 
firm guarantee that he will not 
have his business interrupted 
again. 

Then last month, the Town 
Council, with Sessa and the 
Spears abstaining, set 
Monday's hearing to take public 
comment on the proposal to 
rescind the zoning 


Mayor Spencer R 
Schlosnagle said that the Town 
Council admits they are in 
violation, but so are numerous 
others. ‘We planned on doing 
this (repealing the ordinance) 
long before the allegations were 
brought up,”’ he said. ‘We 
would have to go through the 
whole town, correcting 
violations, and that would be 
monotonous." 


Toward the end of the 
meeting, Burnett stated that a 
vote to start the process to 
rescind the zoning will be taken 
near the end of the month 

Nelson pointed out to the 
Town Council that the 
resolution (to repeal zoning) is 
irrelevant until the planning 
commission presents the new 
ordinance 

A public comment period is 
now in effect for any citizen 
wishing to make comments or 
submit letters regarding the 
issue and will be until the Town 
Council moves to vote on the 
new resolution.

Goldstein Gives 
Advice To PTAs 
On Sales Tax 


It's that time of year when 
school children are going door- 
to-door selling merchandise as 
part of their school's Parent- 
Teacher Association fund- 
raising efforts and moms and 
dads are planning PTA fund- 
raising dinners 

“We're getting calls from 
PTA's asking how the Maryland 
sales tax applies to their 
activities," said State Comp- 
troller Louis L. Goldstein 
“There has been a change in 
state law that affects some pur- 
chases made by PTA's, but 
these organizations need to 
know how the sales tax applies 
to both items they buy and 
items they sell." 

Goldstein noted that, under a 
new law that took effect July 1, 
1989, merchandise purchased 
by PTA’s and donated to the 
school is exempt from the 
Maryland sales tax. The PTA 
may use the school's tax 
exemption certificate to make 
these purchases 

The sales tax does apply, 
however, to merchandise sold 
by school children or others to 
benefit the school, just like 
sales by all other non-profit 
groups, other than religious 
organizations 

PTA's should also be aware 
that sales of food items or fund- 
raising dinners held on school 
property are exempt from the 
sales tax, as long as the funds 
are used for education-related 
purposes. Fundraising dinners 
held off school property are not 
exempt from the sales tax, 
however 

PTA's involved in fundraising 
that requires them to collect the 
Maryland sales tax need an 
appropriate sales tax license 
PTA's that conduct only oc- 
casional eales can get a ternpo- 
rary sales tax license by calling 
225-1540 in Baltimore, or 
1-800-692-1751 from elsewhere in 
Maryland. Those PTA's with 
more frequent sales should get 
@ permanent sales tax license 
by calling 225-1313 in Baltimore, 
or 1-800-492-1751 from elsewhere 
in Maryland

Southern Coach Tom Woods 
noted the offensive perfor- 
mance of Dever, which resulted 
in Dever's being named the 
area's Player of the Week by 
the Cumberland Times-News 

“With Billy Welch out of the 
game, Mike knew we had to 
have a good effort from him, 
and he had a true ‘Southern 
tailback night’, "° Woods said 

Defensively, Woods was par- 
ticularly pleased with the ef- 
forts of Stem, Jamie Ashby, 
Shawn Ryan, and B.J. Shaffer. 
“B.J. really dictated the play of 
our line,"’ he said 

Woods said he was most 
pleased by the play of his ®ien- 
sive line. ‘‘We executed much 
better this week, especially con- 
sidering the conditions, and we 
played with a lot more hustle,” 
he said. ‘‘We also noticed a step 
up in our level of intensity."’ 

Woods also admitted that the 
wet conditions were in the 
Rams’ favor. ‘‘Hampshire 
depends heavily on their speed 
while we tend to just drive the 
ball at you,"’ he said. “‘Obvious- 
ly, the muddy conditions took 
away some of their speed and 
didn't allow them to do some of 
the things they do best.”

Fall Harvest Of Pumpkins 


MAPLE-PUMPKIN BREAD 

1‘2 cups whole wheat flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
‘2 teaspoon cinnamon 
'» cup wheat bran 
2 eggs 
1 cup plain lowfat yogurt (or skim milk) 
‘2 cup maple syrup 
2 tablespoons oil 
1 cup mashed cooked pumpkin 

Sift the flour, baking powder and cinnamon into a 
large bow!. Stir in the bran and any bran remaining in 
the sifter. Mix the remaining ingredients in a medium 
bowl, and then quickly add them to the dry 
ingredients, stirring until just blended. Spoon the 
mixture into a lightly oiled 5’’x9"’ loaf pan, and bake 
at 350 degrees for about 50-60 minutes, or until a 
toothpick inserted in middle comes out clean. If you 
want a stronger maple flavor, add ‘2 teaspoon of 
maple extract to the batter 


HARVEST HOME COFFEECAKE 

1 cup butter 
2 cups sugar 
4 eggs 
1 cup sour cream 
1 cup pumpkin 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
3 cups flour 
2 teaspoons baking soda 
2 teaspoons cinnamon 
44 teaspoon salt 

Cream butter and sugar in large mixer bow! until 
light and fluffy.

PRALINE TOPPING 
1 baked 9-inch pumpkin pie 
1 cup pecan halves 
‘2 cup packed light brown sugar 
2 tablespoons half and half 
2 teaspoons butter 
‘2 teaspoon vanilla extract 
4 teaspoon orange zest, finely chopped 










1 egg white, stiffly beaten 

Place pecans in medium bowl, butter cookie 
sheet, set aside. In small saucepan, combine sugar 
and half and half. Bring to a boil over medium heat, 
stirring frequently. Add butter, continue to boil, 
stirring constantly, until temperature reaches 250°F. 
on candy thermometer (hard ball stage). Remove 
from heat, stir in vanilla and orange zest. 
Immediately pour hot mixture over pecans, tossing 
with two forks, to coat nuts. Quickly spread on cookie 
sheet, pulling apart to separate. When completely 
cool, chop candied nuts into small pieces. Stir into 
beaten egg white. Spoon nut mixture over pumpkin 
pie. Bake in preheated 350°F . oven for 10 to 15 minutes 
or until golden. Cool. Topping for 1 9-inch pie 


ORANGE CLOUD TOPPING 
1 baked 9-inch pumpkin pie, cooled 
145 cups (7-ounce jar) marshmallow creme 
2 tablespoons thawed orange juice concentrate 
2 teaspoons orange zest, finely chopped 
3 egg whites, room temperature 
1 teaspoon cornstarch 
1/8 teaspoon cream of tartar 
3 tablespoons sugar 
Orange zest (optional) 

In medium bowl, combine marshmallow creme, 
orange juice concentrate and orange zest, set aside. 
In small mixer bowl, combine egg whites, cornstarch 
and cream of tartar, beat until thick and foamy. Beat 
in three tablespoons sugar, one tablespoon at a time, 
unti) meringue is stiff and shiny. Fold half of 
meringue into marshmallow mixture, blend well. 
Fold in remaining meringue, blend gently. Spread 
over cooled pie, sealing to edge of crust. Bake in 
preheated 350°F. oven for 12 to 15 minutes or until 
golden. Garnish with additional orange zest, if 
desired. Allow to cool 15 minutes before serving. Pie 
cuts easily with moistened knife.

1% cups flour 
25 cup sugar 
1 tablespoon baking powder 
‘2 teaspoon salt

PUMPKIN BANANA NUT BREAD

In a report to Governor 
William Donald Schaefer, the 
Maryland State Teachers 
Association/NEA, has called 
for basic reforms in the state's 
public education system 

High on the list is a proposal 

> ‘put teachers in charge of the 
schools" so that faculties, not 
bureaucrats, are responsible 
for raising student per- 
formance 

The association had sent out 
surveys to 50,000 teachers and 
parents asking them to rate 
proposals for improving schools 
taken from the recent Sondheim 
commission and other sources 
The association undertook the 
effort at the request of the 
governor to respond within 30 


days to his commission's 
recommendations 
MSTA President Jane R 


Stern said teachers want more 
individual attention paid to 
each student, and that means 
“more teachers dealing with 
fewer students.’ Teachers also 
want more time to ‘collaborate 
as a group in managing the 
school's academic program." 

Parents are essential in 
raising student achievement by 
providing a home life that 
reinforces the school's goals 
Being a student in today's 
competitive world is a full-time 
job," the MSTA president 
declared 

The purpose of the report is to 
generate ‘‘dialogue between 
teachers and public officials 
towards improving school per- 
formance,’ said Stern 
‘Teachers are more frustrated 
than politicians and parents 
with the state of our schools. We 
are the who live with 
problems day in and day out 
Teachers want results more 
than anyone.”

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Forestry Board 


Has Program On 
Wooden Bridges 


The Garrett County Forestry 
Board held a dinner meeting at 
Cornish Manor Restaurant on 
October 3. Jack Perdue, utili- 
zation forester with the Mary- 
land Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service, presented a program 
to the Board members on the 
use of wooden bridges instead of 
concrete and steel structures 

Garrett County has been se- 
lected as one county in Mary- 
land where timber bridges will 
be used. Two wooden bridges 
will be constructed in the 
Buffalo Run area, northwest of 
Friendsville, in cooperation 
with the U.S. Forest Service 
Perdue said if these bridges and 
other bridges like them prove to 
be successful, there could be a 
new market for some of the low 
grade lumber currently being 
produced. It is estimated that 
forty-two percent of the bridges 
in the United States need to be 
replaced. Approximately 80-85 
percent of these bridges are 
20-40 feet long, and could be re- 
placed using wooden bridges 
The average concrete and steel 
bridge has a life expectancy of 
20-30 years, while wooden 

are expected to last 50 
years or more 

The Forest, Park & Wildlife 
Service is working on several 
other utilization projects also 
Efforts are being made to pro- 
mote new markets for the hard- 
wood lumber industry. A new 
brochure entitled ‘‘Maryland's 
Hardwoods — Opportunity For 
Profit,"’ has been sent to a 
variety of businesses, 
encouraging them to consider 
locating in Maryland 

The Garrett County Forestry 
Board has agreed to host the 
1990 Forestry Board Conser- 
vation Workshop next summer 
The program is scheduled for 
August 12-19, 1990 

John Forman gave the Board 
members an update on the 
Maryland Forests Association's 
activities in the county. A 
Forestry/Logger's Field Day is 
going to be sponsored by the 
Maryland Forests Association 
June 15-16, 1990, at the Garrett 
County Fairgrounds in 
McHenry. This field day will be 
designed to provide information 
and education to the general 
public, landowners, and loggers 
on natural resources, Forman 
said 

The fall meeting of the Mary- 
land Association of Forestry 
Boards is going to be held at the 
Inner Harbor in Baltimore, 
October 27-28. The Association 
will be touring the Harbor 
facilities utilized in the export 
of Maryland's forest products

Enrollment: at Maryland's 
community colleges increased 


to 107,427 this fall, up four 
percent from the same time last 


year, according to the State 
Board for Community Colleges 
This is the highest enrollment 
ever achieved by the State's 17 
community colleges. The 
previous high was 104,561 in fall 
1983 

The number of full-time 
credit students enrolled this fall 
is 28,692, up seven percent from 
last Part-time credit 
enrollment increased three 
percent to 78,735.

A classroom driver retraining 
program designed to help older 
persons improve their driving 
skills entitled 55 Alive/Mature 
Driving will be held at the 
Oakland Fire Hall on November 
1 and 2 from 10 to 12 a.m. and 1 
to 3 p.m. each day 

Sponsored and developed by 
the American Association of 
Retired Persons (AARP), the 
program is the first comprehen- 
sive driver retraining course 
geared to the specific needs of 
older motorists 

The course covers the effects 
of aging and medications on 
driving, basic driving rules, 
license renewal, local traffic 
hazards, adverse road condi- 
tions, energy saving and acci- 
dent prevention measures 

An AARP spokesman said, 

Research shows that older 
drivers are involved in more ac- 
cidents than their middle-aged 
counterparts when the record is 
based on actual miles driven 
The physical changes of aging 
create difficulties for many 
older drivers when yielding the

Beef Management Information 

Chute Cows This Fall: Cows are too valuable to ‘‘shoot,"’ but 
they are not too valuable to ‘chute.’ Each fall, producers are 
tempted to keep unproductive cows because their calves are 
valuable. There is even a temptation to keep a young open cow 
because she has produced well for us in the past or because she 
has a promising future. Remember, if we keep an open cow, it will 
be 24 months before we wean the next calf from her. It would take 
voodoo economics to make this one profitable — cull her! Every 
cow in Maryland should go down the chute this fall and be 
pregnancy checked by a competent veterinarian or technician 
Any open cow should be culled. Each cow should be checked for 
soundness and any cow with long grown out or unsound feet or 
legs, unsound udders, or unsound mouths should be culled. While 
cows are going through the chute is the time to treat therm with a 
systemic for grubs and lice. Remember, animals should be 
treated by November 1. Several good pour-on's are available, or 
Ivermectin can be used for internal and external parasites which 
includes grubs and lice. It is a very good time to identify cows that 
do not have an ear tag or brand. It is a good opportunity to check 
the age on cows you are unsure about. The incisors tell the story 
on young cows. If we remember that as a two year old they have 
two permanent incisors. As a three year old, four; as a four year 
old, six; and as a five year old, eight. Past that point, experience 
will tell us how old cows are by dental inspection. Generally, teeth 
do not show excessive wear until cows are 10 or 11 years old. When 
cows begin to lose their teeth, they are generally 12 years old or 
more 

New Dewormer Introduced — Norden Labolratories has 
recently introduced a new deworming product for cattle called 
Valbazen in the U.S. The dewormer contains as its active 
ingredient the drug albendazole. This drug has been widely used 
throughout the world; estimates are that over one billion doses 
have been administered to livestock. 

The drug will be available in the U.S. as a drench which can 
be given with any of the drench devices already available. This 
includes the drench hook which many producers have found 
useful. The 11.4% suspension will be administered at the rate of q 
mil per 25 pounds of body weight 

Albendazole is classified as a broad spectrum dewormer. It is 
effective against all of the major interna! parasites of economic 
significance in cattle. This includes the stomach worms, the 
intestinal worms and the lung worms. It is also effective against 
liver flukes and tapeworms but liver flukes do not commonly 
occur and tape worms are not thought to exert much economic 
influence 

An important additional aspect of albendazole is that it kills 
the inhibited fourth stage larvae of Ostertagia. The inhibition 
phenomenon has come to be recognized as an important part of 
the worm picture. Inhibition is a mechanism used by worms to 
help them survive environmental conditions. Before winter in 
northern climates and dry, hot summers in southern climates 
worm larvae that are consumed by cattle undergo a change. This 
change allows them to go into a hibernation-like state in the 
stomach glands instead of developing into adults. When the 
severe weather conditions are about to end the development of the 
worm resumes. The resumption of development may occur in 
large numbers of worms at once resulting in damage to the 
stomach and economic losses 

Albendazole joins ivermectin and fenbendazole (administered

inhibited larvae. In many cases albendazole may be the most 
economical product to accomplish this. As with other types of 
internal parasitism young cattle are much more likely to be 
affected at an economically significant then 
animals 

If abendazole is being utilized to contro! inhibited larvae 
timing of administration and grazing management following 
administration should be carefully considered to get the 
maximum benefit from the deworming. Inhibition is known to 
occur in the late fall. Treatment should thereafter occur after all 
grazing has stopped in early winter or calves should be treated 
and moved to pastures where recontamination will not occur 
Aftermath hay fields and new crop fields ( rye fields for example 
would be examples of safe pastures 

USDA Reports No Problems with Hormone Use — Since 1978, 
the USDA has regularly sampled meat for residues of anabolic 
agents such as hormones found in growth promoting implants 
The Food Safety and Inspection Service operates the National 
Residue Program which continually monitors samples of meat 
and poultry for unacceptable residues of pesticides, anima! drugs 
or other contaminants. A recent report states, ‘The testing 
program has not revealed any problem with hormone use in U.S 
cattle."’ The scientists conclude that meat from animals correctly 
treated with anabolic agents (implants) is safe for human 
consumption. 

Ralgro Now Has Zero-day Withdrawal — Like other growth 
promoting implants, Ralgro has now been approved for zero-day 
withdrawal by FDA. Ralgro promotes increased weight gain and 
feed efficiency in growing cattle by stimulating the pituitary 
gland to produce increased amounts of somatotropin, the 
animal's own natural growth hormone.

SHA Outlines Plans For Expansion 


Of Route 219 At Deep Creek Lake 


Representatives from the 
State Highway Administration 
(SHA) presented the findings of 
their Project Planning Team's 
study of U.S. Route 219 at the 
October 11 meeting of the Gar- 
rett County Planning Commis- 
sion 

The team was initiated in 
response to concerns raised by 
Garrett County officials regar- 
ding existing traffic problems 
on U.S. Route 219 South, par- 
ticularly at Deep Creek Lake 
The SHA reviewed the corridor 
that lies between Sand Flat Rd 
and the Deep Creek Lake bridge 
and made the following recom- 
mendations 

The recommended short- 
term solution to the perceived 
traffic hazards is the expansion 
of the corridor that runs from 
the Deep Creek Lake bridge to 
Glendale Road, which is cur- 
rently composed of two 12-foot 
lanes and two 10-foot shoulders 
The expansion would provide 
for three 12-foot lanes and two 6- 
or 10-foot shoulders 

According to James Wynn, 
State Highway Administration, 
this plan would utilize the ex- 
isting roadway, with minor ver- 
tical and horizontal ad- 
justments The new third lane 
a center left-turn lane, would 
allow for smoother flow of the 
through traffic while creating 
fewer hazards for those drivers 
turning off of the road 

The cost of this recommended 
short-term solution would be 
roughly $7.4 million. Since U.S 
Route 219 is a State highway, 
the project would be funded by 
the State 

Improvements are slated for 
the next one to two years, with 
construction starting as early 
as next spring

Health Dept. 
Advises On 
Leaf Disposal 


While the changing color of 
leaves yields a magnificent 
spectacle, once the leaves begin 
to fall, their accumulation can 
present a problem. 

Leaf burning may seem to be 
an easy solution to leaf ac- 
cumulation. Dr. Jane Fiscus, 
Garrett County Health Officer, 
however, warns that Maryland 
air pollution regulations pro- 
hibit this practice where collec- 
tion service is available. 

The smoke from burning 
leaves contains a high concen- 
tration of such pollutants as 
hydrocarbons, particulate mat- 
ter and carbon monoxide. 
Every five pounds of leaves 
burned will yield about one 
pound of air pollutants 

Pollutants resulting from leaf 
burning can greatly aggravate 
the condition of persons suffer- 
ing from respiratory disorders, 
and can cause eye and nose ir- 
ritations, fever, coughing and 
cramps in a healthy person. Ad- 
ditionally, the pollutants in the 
air can cause house paint to 
deteriorate, retard plant 
growth, injure shrubbery and 
increase laundry and cleaning 
costs 

Towns that provide leaf col- 
lection for residents include 
Oakland, Mountain Lake Park, 
Accident and Grantsville. 

Oakland and Mountain Lake 
Park residents have two options 
for weekly leaf removal 
Leaves will picked up in bags, 
or swept from the side of the 
street by a vacuum truck, 
beginning October 23 

The Towns of Accident and 
Grantsville will collect bagged 
leaves on a weekly basis 

Residents in other 
municipalities or those in- 
dividuals served by private col- 
lection services in unincor- 
porated areas of the county 
should check with their contrac- 
tors to determine if and when 
they will.accept leaves for col- 
lection 

Fiscus urges residents living 
in areas where there are too 
many leaves to be collected or 
where no collection is available 
to investigate the use of leaves 
in mulching, erosion control

The topic for this column last week centered on 
the newly organized Garrett Community College 
Foundation and urged citizens to support the 
Foundation with financial contributions. We 
mentioned how we believe the college to be of great 
value to our community and we commented on the 
top quality of the persons who are employed there. 

In a related vein this week, we want to note how 
pleased we are to have learned about a new program 
that will be started this school year with all fifth 
grade students in the county. GCC Dean Lillian 
Mitchell joined forces with Al Coviello, director of 
pupil services for the Board of Education, to write a 
proposal and gain approval for the Early 
Intervention Program. The program will involve 
transporting all local fifth grade students to Garrett 
Community College for one full week of classes. 
They will be taught on the GCC Campus by the 
regular teachers and by members of the college 
faculty. A variety of interesting, exciting 
supplemental activities will be a part of the 
schedule. 

The reason we like this idea so much is that it 
will give every student in the county an initial sense 
of what it is like to go to college. They will indeed be 
‘‘in college”’ for a full week and perhaps the greatest 
benefit of the entire program will be simply giving 
many of them the confidence to make attending 
college following high school one of their goals. 

For too many of our young people, attending 
college has never been an option, either because of 
the expense, the lack of self-confidence, or the fact 
that no one else in the family has ever attended 
college and it is just too scary even to consider. Yet 
many who fall into these categories definitely have 
the ability to go to college and obtain a degree. Too 
many good minds are being wasted. We have not yet 
begun to tap the intellectual resources in the youth of 
our community. 

The encouragement to attend college should not 
begin in senior high school, or even middle school, 
but in elementary school. And the idea should be 
nurtured each and every year so that it becomes just 
taken for granted by those with the ability that 
college follows high school. 

The schools, of course, cannot do it all. Parents 
need to do most of the encouraging and they need to 
be aware of the post-high school opportunities that 
may not have been available to them, but are now 
available to their children. The large attendance at 
GCC's recent Career Exposition seems to indicate 
that more and more parents are getting involved 
and wanting to learn about these opportunities. 

We reiterate — education is a major key to the 
future and to the quality of life.

Much 
more is at stake than curiosity about how many of us there are 
Voting districts and political representation are aligned on the 
basis of the census.

In our democracy, the voter should be the most important 
participant in the election process. But two trends in Congress 
threaten this basic tenet. First, campaigns are becoming more 
and more reliant on contributions from special interests. And 
second, it is becoming more difficult for challengers to compete 
with incumbents. Both these trends mean that elections often can 
be over before they really begin and that voters’ concerns are not 
the central concern for elected officals 

What can be done’? The most important thing is for Congress 
to reform the campaign finance system. It is essential that there 
be tough, realistic negotiations to reach real compromises on 
campaign finance reform that will protect the interests of voters 
It is far too easy for Democrats and Republicans, congressional 
leaders and the President, incumbents and challengers, to make 
proposals that will never be enacted. Instead, they must come 
together to make genuine reform a reality 

And what reforms should be adopted’ The League of Women 
Voters believes that three goals must be kept in mind: preventing 
undue influence, providing for political competitiveness, and 
enhancing citizen participation in the electoral process. To 
accomplish these goals, Congress should enact compenhensive 
legislation to 

*curb the undue influence of special 
contributors and wealthy individuals; 

*provide public benefits, such as reduced-cost postage and 
media access, for congressional candidates who accept voluntary 
spending limits; 

*restore federal tax credits for small political contributions 
from individuals; 

*provide limits and full disclosures of questionable campaign 
practices, such as “soft money" donations and “bundling"’ of 
contributions, which are designed to circumvent existing 
campaign laws; 

“curtail the “grandfather clause’’ which permits certain 
members of Congress to make personal use of campaign funds 
once they leave office; and 

*enable the Federal Election Commission to more vigorously 
monitor and enforce campaign laws

Why make a commitment to something or someone when,

Why take time to see something through the rough spots? Why use 
the energy to make something work’? 

We see mistakes being made. People unhappy in 
relationships or miserable at work. We are warned, and rightly 
so, that ‘fools rush in."’ So we become cautious, even frightened, 
that we could make the same mistakes 

Indeed, there are many more reasons to be cautious 
nowadays than there once were. It's more difficult to trust others, 
more difficult to trust our own decisions, more difficult to 
determine where we will find happiness 

There have been numerous articles published in women's 
magazines in recent years expressing the phenomenon in terms 
of dating. We read about men with ‘‘intimacy issues,’’ men who

she said 

Jamaica is a small island 
located in the West Indies in the 
Caribbean Sea. Approximately 


4,000 miles square, it is 
populated by almost 2,500,000 
people and is very rich in 


culture 


A Commonwealth of England, 
the country is 77 percent Negro, 
of African descent, with the 
other 23 percent a combination 


of races 


Some of the population is 
Afro-European and Afro- 
Chinese along with some 
straight whites, or straight 


Europeans and straight East 
Indian Salome explained 

Some of the people are of mix- 
ed descent. I have one girlfriend 
who is a mixture of Chinese, In- 
dian and Negro and another 
girlfriend, a mixture of white, 
Chinese and Negro 


The first language on the 
island is English, and the se- 
cond is Spanish. Jamaicans also 
speak a dialect known as 
Patois, which is a combination 
of French, Spanish and African 

The people also use lots of 
idioms and hand gestures when 
they are speaking,’’ Salome ex- 
plained 

Jamaicans are not prejudic- 
ed although there are a few peo- 
ple who are anti-white. They 
remember things like slavery 
We do have a lot of television 
programs from the U.S. and 
seeing a program where a black 
man is mistreated would get 
them angry. But we think 
nothing of watching an all-white 
tv program 

‘Il believe in judging people 
by who you are and not by your 
color. Like in Jamaica, people 
are accepted by their qualifica- 
tions when applying for a job 
and aren't rejected for their col- 
or. If a white person applies for 
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a job and he is better qualified 
than a Negro, then the white 
would get the job. It isn't abnor- 
mal to see a Negro and a white 
marry or an Indian and white 
marry 

‘But also it is not uncommon 
people living together 
without marrying and then hav- 
ing children. There 
much of a need for divorces 
because of this 

But in the U.S., I was mov- 
ing among some blacks in New 
York, and they really seem to 
suffer terrible prejudice here 
This isn't so in Jamaica 
Jamaicans also have a very 
high self-esteem, so don't you 
dare try to put them down,"’ she 
said 

‘There are a lot of different 
festivals in Jamaica. Each 
culture mixes in with the 
other's festival, so we all get to 
know about each other's culture 
and about other types of food, 
like Chinese, Indian and Euro- 
pean. It seerns that the strict 
part of the culture is maintain- 
ed by the older people and the 
younger people consider all the 
cultures. There is a mixture 
there, and it’s nice to have more 
than one culture,"’ she con- 
tinued 

‘Jamaicans love music. Reg- 
gae is our official music, 
although groups like Bob 
Marley and the Wailers are 
hardly played now. What is 
very popular now is something 
called DJ, which is a very 
heavy reggae beat in the 
background with someone 
speaking, like a DJ (disc jockey 
on the radio). Rap, what is 
popular here, is derived from 
reggae,’’ said Salome 

“There are a lot of talented 
Jamaicans in music, but a lot of 
them go to London rather than 
Jamaica to release their music 
because it pays more. Like 
athletes run for other countries 
because the finances to support 
them just aren't available in 
our country. And the doctors 
who study in Jamaica then 
migrate somewhere else 
rhat's really scary, because the 
people you really need leave 
because they think they can 
make more money elsewhere 
We are a small country, but we 
can make our mark on the 
world,” she said 

The wealth is not evenly 
distributed in our country 
There is sorme middle class, 
then the really rich and the real- 
ly poor. Jamaica is poor com- 
pared to the U.S., but we try to 
be thankful for what we have 
Some families can afford two or 
three cars while some may not 
be able to afford even one car 
But most Jamaicans are able to 
make ends meet. I think we are 
an average country 

‘We do have some private 
schools, but they are just for the 
wealthy. Mostly it is public 
schools, although there are fees 
to attend them. When I started 
seven years ago, the fee was on- 
ly $15. My final year of school 
the fee had gone up to $180 
Before I left, the school board 
was holding a meeting to 
discuss raising the fee to $200 

The government fas a 
budget, and the schools ‘don't 
get as much money as they 
should. So the school fee covers 
what the government can't 
The fee covers physicai educa- 
tion, home economics, sciences, 
the school nurse and stationery, 
plus part of it goes into the

Salome explained that Basic 
School is started by all students 
at age 3. (She started, at the 
wish of her mother, at age 2.) 
Primary school is begun at age 
6 and continues for six years, 
from grades one through six. A 
Common Entrance Exam is 
taken at age 12 and the suc- 
cessful completion of this exam 
determines which second school 
the student will attend. The ex- 
am may be taken at age 10, 11 
and 12, for practice 

If a student should pass the 
exam at age 10, he will go onto 
high school then. Salome ex- 
plained that, while this is a rare 
occurrence, it does happen 

After five years in the second 
school, a student may then go to 
work or on to college. Students 
do have the opportunity to take 
two additional years in second 
school, to prepare for college 
and to give them a better 
chance at being accepted by the 
University of the West Indies, 
one campus of which is located 
in Kingston, the capital of 
Jamaica 

‘1 Unk it is a tairly good 
system because it makes a stu- 
dent work harder. Here it is just 
a natural step to go on to high 
school, although this is good 
because you don't have to make 
a decision at such an early 

e,"’ Salome explained 

“For the younger students in 
the school, it is very formal. For 
example, they stand when the 
teacher enters the room. As the 
students become older, the 
teachers feel they are on the 
same level with the students 
The students can help with the 
administration of the school and 
can teach some classes to the 
younger students,’’ said 
Salome

House fires are the leading 
cause of injury, death among 
Maryland children under the 
age of 14, according to a study 
by the Johns Hopkins Injury 
Prevention Center.

He added that the non-tidal 
wetlands issue is not over. He 
related that between the non- 
tidal wetlands and the critical 
areas bills, areas of Maryland's 
Eastern Shore are virtually out 
of the farming business. He 
warned that Garrett County 
probably has one of the highest, 
if not the highest, percentage of 
non-tidal wetlands in the state 

The next speaker was Farm 
Bureau's National Affairs Di- 
rector Norman Astle. Astle said 
that there is a lot of dedicated 
staff in Washington, but they 
are not rural and when explain- 
ing is sure, ‘‘we must start from 
the very beginning.” 

Astle touched on a number of 
legislative issues, such as the 
repeal of the diesel fuel tax 

He discussed the capital gains 
proposal, which enables tax- 
payers to exclude from income 
30 percent of capital gains from 
asset sales held longer than one 
year covering the period from 
September 14, 1989, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1991. This will help 
family farmers all over the 
country who have owned farms 
for many years and wish to sell 
the farm and retire. But be 
cause of inflation, their land has 
increased in value and many 
cannot afford to retire after 
paying the high capital gains 
taxes from the sale. This is out 
of the House Budget and Rules

Committee and a two-year 
version passed the House by a 
239-190 vote. Support for a 
capital gains plan does not look 
promising in the Senate 

Good news to farmers and 
other self-employed people is 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee's approval of the 25 
percent tax deduction for health 
insurance premiums of self- 
employed taxpayers 

Astle explained the Farm 
Animal and Research Protec- 
tion Act. This act would make it 
a criminal offense for anyone to 
go on a farm or into a research 
lab and release animals. It puts 
more teeth into the trespass 
law, Astle said 

Next year, he said, the 
biggest issue will be the 1990 
farm bill, which will contain 
modification of CRP, sodbuster 
and swampbuster acts 

In speaking of crop in- 
surance, he said that as long as 
there are disaster aid programs 
each year, farmers will be 
hesitant to buy crop insurance 

Astle said the question of food 
safety is going to be con- 
tinuous and is not going to 
leave us, ‘‘although food is safer 
here than in any other country 
in the world.” 

State Affairs Director Jack 
Miller reversed a minute to 
bring up the veal bill again. He 
said that Senator John 
Bambacus was the “leading 
force in killing the bill for us, 
and we appreciate his help.” 

He also spoke about non-tidal 
wetlands. He said the state bill 
refers to the federal manual to 
define wetlands. This is ‘‘a pig 
in a poke,”’ he said. This, he 
added, could cause potential 
problems because farm wet- 
lands converted 50 to 100 years 
ago are still considered wet- 
lands under the law. He said he 
has read the federal manual 
and thinks there is an ‘‘out"’ 
which must be worked toward 
at both the state and federal 
levels 

Miller stated that a bill to ban 
Furadan had been defeated 

A bill which passed last 
session was District I-A Dele- 
gate George Edwards’ “blazing 
bill.” This would allow paint 
marks on trees to replace no 
trespassing signs. Miller said 
no regulations have been 
developed as yet 

Miller also related that ag 
preservation easement offers 
will now be done twice a year 
instead of once 

In referring to the bill which 
passed Class II, or Grade B, 
milk producer inspections, 
Miller said the Department of 
Agriculture has been to some 
farms. “There are 117 or so 
Grade B producers in Mary-

so farms they've found no 
refrigeration, only spring 
houses in use. This has been the 
only problem so far. They will 
be back in the area to talk with 
people. They will not be 
unjust,’’ he added

An annual occurence is when 
Miller looks into his ‘‘crystal 
ball’’ to see what the state legis- 
lature will be involved in next 
session. This year he sees the 
environment the number one 
issue. ‘This is ironic,”’ he said 
‘‘Farmers were the first 
environmentalists, they must 
be to be cost effective."’ He 
expects to see more efforts to 
restrict the use of pesticides 

The second most likely issue 
he sees will be a nutrient 
management plan for manure

New Posting Law Eases Landowners’ Burden 
Posting of private lands against trespassing has been a sore 


point for many landowners 


Up until now, 


in order to arrest 


someone for trespassing, the land must be posted with signs at 
intervals that can be seen by approaching persons. This becomes 
an expensive and time consuming process for landowners to 
maintain these signs since many are destroyed or damaged by 
trespassers. A new law passed by the legislature will make 
posting much easier and cheaper for landowners by allowing 
thern to use vertical strips of dark blue paint in place of signs 
Article 27, Section 576-576A says the paint marks must be at least 
2-inches in width and 8inches in length, and centered at least 
3-feet, but no more than 6-feet from the ground or water surface 
The marks should be visible to any person with normal eyesight 


who approaches the property 


Although the distance 


between 


signs is not stated, the Department of Natural Kesource Police 
recommend that if you stand in front of one mark, the observer 
should be able to see the paint marks off to each side. This means 
the distance between signs will vary depending on terrain, 
vegetation, and a number of factors. The paint used must be an 
oil-based blue paint. Although the shade is not stated, dark blue 
paint used for property line blazes would be a good choice 


This law is now in effect. As with any new law, 


it may be 


difficult to get the courts to assess maximum penalties for a few 
months. However, this law is a breakthrough for landowners who

Jobless Rates 
Remain Steady 


Maryland's 


unemployment 


rate stabilized in August 
remaining at the July level of 
3.9 percent. The rate is well 


below the 4.4 percent recorded 
for August, 1968 and is the 
lowest rate recorded for August 
since 1973's 3.8 percent, accord- 
ing to statistics released by the 
Maryland Department of 
Economic and Employment 
Development (DEED) 

Garrett County's August job- 
less rate was 6.9 percent, the 
same as July's rate. The August 
1988 rate was 8.3 percent 

Nearly every Maryland 


county had unemployment 
levels well below those of 
August 1988. The national 


unemployment rate, although 
declining from 5.3 percent to 5.1 


percent in August, remained 
well above Maryland's 
average 


Normal! seasonal! declines in 
Maryland's workforce, due to 
the withdrawal of students and 
other summer workers from the 
labor market, accounted for a 
reduction in the number of 
workers employed during 
August. During the month, the 
number of workers in the state 
fell by neariy 47,000 people 
while employment dropped by 


almost 44,000, causing a net 
result of 3,000 fewer people 
unemployed 


Jobs in Maryland grew by 
19,300 from August, 1988, with 
more employment oppor- 
tunities evident in manufactur 
ing and in construction. The 
increase in manufacturing was 
attributed to workers returning 
from vacation shutdowns in 
apparel/textiles. However 
Maryland's industria! payrolls 
lessened in August. Most of 
these losses resulted from 
seasonal cutbacks in local 
government and in trade. A 
telephone strike also caused a 
temporary decrease in employ- 
ment of 9,000 people 

J. Randall Evans, secretary 
of DEED, said, ‘‘We are par- 
ticularly pleased to see overall 
stability in unemployment 
rates, especially in those areas 
traditionally hard hit with low 
employment. The partnership 
between government and 
private industry is proving to be 
a vital force in reducing 
unemployment in certain areas 
of our state." 


The Western Maryland 
region's economic activity con- 
tinued to improve as the overall 
jobless rate fell from 6.2 per- 
cent to 5.8 percent with all 
counties sharing in the decline 
A major stimulus was a 
seasonal increase in tourism 
Noteworthy was Western Mary- 
land's improvement since 
August 1988, when the 
unemployment rate dipped 1.1 
percent from 6.9 percent to 5.8 
percent 


Unemployment rates were 
relatively stable from July to 
August in both the Baltimore 
metropolitan area and in Mary- 
land's D.C. suburbs at 4.3 per- 
cent and 3.0 percent 
respectively. The rise and fall 
in the jobless rates within 
specific counties in the two 
regions were due to temporary 
layoffs and subsequent call- 
backs in manufacturing 


As a local comparison, 
unemployment rates ranged 
from a low of 2.4 percent in 
Montgomery and Worcester 
counties to a high of 7.7 percent 
in Allegany County 


Family Crisis Center Services 


Curtailed: Local 


The Family Crisis Resources 
Center, Inc 
curtailed operations, so local 
agencies have united to provide 
temporary services until a loca! 
family agency can be 
formed according to 
information released at 
Tuesday's press conference 
with the Garrett County 
Commissioners 

The Family Crisis Resources 
Center, a satellite operation of a 
parent organization located in 
Allegany County, curtailed 
operations after October 10, 
following the release of Oakland 
Center's full-time employee 
from employment. Carolyn 
Grahame, executive director of 
the Center, would not comment 
on why the full-time employee 
at the Garrett County Center 
was let go Grahame 
emphasized, however, that the 
center will fully support efforts 
to form a local center and that 
the Family Crisis Resource 
Center's services will still be 
available to local residents 

The Center in Garrett County 
has served approximately 20-25 
victims of family violence and 
rape each month, according to 
reports from the Garrett 
County Health Department 

According to a report from 
the Health Department, the 
Family Crisis Resources Center 
had previously been staffed by 
one full-time worker, one part 
time worker, and eight 
volunteers

One function of the Center has 
been advocacy, or contacting 
various other agencies and 
sources of help for clients 
According to Jay Cross, Deputy 
Health Officer, Garrett County 
Health Department, another 
vital function of the agency has 
been accompaniment, or 
attending court or social and 
health service agencies with 
clients. Cross emphasised that 
an ongoing support system is 
also crucial to this type of 
service 

In response to the sharp 
curtailment of services, a group 
of local representatives of 
various agencies involved in 
responding to problems of 
family violence and child abuse 
and neglect met Friday to 
discuss immediate interim 
alternatives for those whom the 
Center will no longer be 
helping. An ad hoc advisory 
committee was formed and 
charged by the County 
Commissioners to develop a 
plan for the implementation of 
family crisis services in Garrett 
County 

The planning committee is

There is an unfortunate situation right now that 
is no doubt having an adverse effect on a significant 
number of our young people and upon the 
relationship between the ‘‘North’’ and the “South” 
in Garrett County. 

The present feud involves the Mt. Top Youth 
Football League that has been in existence for 18 
years and, for the most part, has been a well- 
organized, positive program that has provided an 
opportunity for many young boys to learn and play 
competitive football at an early age. Besides the 
obvious positive effect it has had on the quality of the 
local high school football teams, it has hopefully, 
and more importantly, taught things such as team 
work, sportsmanship, how to lose, how hard work 
pays off, and the dozens of other good things that can 
be acquired by participating in team sports. 

Unfortunately, the league is in the midst of a 
crisis that threatens its very future. We could write a 
long, detailed story noting the many incidents and 
injustices that have allegedly occurred on both 
sides; however, we don’t believe that such a story 
would help solve the problems. After listening to all 
of the allegations, we believe the crux of the 
problem lies with the officers of the league, where 
there appears to be extreme inconsistency, 
disorganization, and a general lack of good 
leadership. 

We like to believe that the ‘‘great divide” 
between the north and south in Garrett County is not 
nearly the chasm it once was. We have seen 
attitudes change for the better and have sensed that 
more and more local people think of themselves as 
Garrett Countians, and not northerners oi 
southerners. For the past decade we have seen 
nothing but outstanding sportsmanship and 
friendships among the athletes and coaching staffs 
of our two high schools. 

Yet, when something like this occurs, even if it 
has nothing to do with the north-south issue, it re- 
fuels that same fire and causes people to become so 
bitter. Worse yet, in this situation, our young people 
are the ones who are really being hurt by all of this, 
just as several letters to the editor on this page 
emphasize. 

We sincerely hope that the adults responsible for 
this mess can swallow their pride, sit down together, 
work this thing out, exchange apologies, and then 
shake hands with each other. We would be thrilled to 
come take a picture of such an event and publish it in 
The Republican. 

The youngsters involved have already seen how 
childish adults can be. Now let’s show them how 
mature adults can be so they will have a good 
example to follow.

With the countless temp- 
tations that our children face 
daily, we are fortunate to have 
many extra-curricular pro- 
grams that give them addi- 
tional guidance along the way. I 
am not involved in these pro- 
grams in order to stay out of 
trouble, but there is certainly 
less opportunity for adversity if 
they are taking part in a con 
structive activity rather than 
just ‘‘hanging out.” 

One such program is the 
Mountain Top Youth Football 
League. This year over 200 boys 
ages 10 to 14 comprised the 
seven teams involved. These 
young athletes practiced hard 
night after night preparing for 
their Sunday afternoon games, 
and they entered these contests 
ready to play real football 
Serious and determined, they 
began the season knowing that 
they would be expected to give

they did 

At the end of the 1989 regular 
seasion, the Northern Steelers 
and Oakland Raiders had 
earned the right to compete for 
the Maryland division title. This 
game was played on October 
15th, with the Steelers emerging 
victorious after a triple over- 
time. In doing so, they then ad- 
vanced to the championship 
game 

From that point on, certain 
events took place that I believe 
the community should be made 
aware of. Unbeknownst to the 
coaching staff of the Steelers, it 
was decided by a handful of 
adults (and I use that term 
loosely), that should the 
Steelers win in that game, cer- 
tain measures would be taken 
Namely, that all of the teams in 
the league, with the exception of 
the Steelers and Oakland Jets, 
would withdraw and form a new 
organization 

This decision had both short 
and long term effects on the 
remaining athletes.

boys are left to pay the price 

We wish to congratulate those 
of you who have penalized our 
kids. It must have taken 
tremendous courage for you 
‘men” to get together secretly 
and make a decision that will 
have an effect on so many.

We 
invite you to stand in front of 
our boys, look them straight in

I urge the 
parents of every boy involved to 
step forward and help salvage 
the Mtn. Top League 

Let's not allow these few 
adults to spoil a wonderful pro- 
gram that means so much to 
our boys. They deserve better 
than what they've all been sub- 
jected to these last two weeks 
What these kids learn now will 
carry over into their adult lives, 
and we parents owe it to them to 
give them the best we can. 

I cannot close this letter with- 
out giving the Steelers’ coach- 
ing staff my thanks. We con- 
sider ourselves fortunate to 
have men with such high values 
involved in shaping our boys’ 
lives. I also have no doubt that 
there are many quality coaches 
involved in the other teams.

It's been over 20 years since | left the safety of my nuclear 
family to seek fame and fortune out there on my own. (I'm still 
seeking both, so all offers to help in that endeavor will be 
seriously considered.) Be that as it may, I still return to my 
parents’ home as often as I like, and am ceremoniously stuffed 
with mom's apple pie and other soul-warming foods 

Now I do realize that ‘going home” is not always a pleasant 
experience. Indeed, it can sometimes be quite harrowing but, all 
things considered and of course I've considered all things 
those of us who have it, most likely value it. As a matter of fact 
we usually strive to re-create that ideal as we establish our own 
hornes and families 

But what has the media been telling us for at least the last 
decade” Well, basically, that we have been experiencing a 
breakdown, if not demise, of the traditional American family. But 
the key here is that they're referring to the ‘‘traditional’’ family 
And, of course, we all have, here in middle America, a similar 
perception of the traditional family. Mom, Dad, Junior, Sis and 
Fido.

I am putting my life 
back in proper perspective 
I am not in here for any 
hideous crime. I had a problem 
with drugs but with the aid of 
counseling, I realized my mis- 
takes and have overcome my 
problem 
I hope you can find it in your 
heart to publish this in your 
paper, perhaps sparking an 
interest in someone or anyone 
who feels or has felt the loneli- 
ness I live with daily 
Thank you for any consider- 
ation you may be able to give 
me. I sadly regret | am unable 
to pay for this letter. I only earn 
13 dollars a month for going to 
school

my plea promptly

Curran Orders 
fluto Dealers To 


Make Restitution 


Ten All Star auto dealerships, 
including one in Keyser, have 
agreed to make restitution to 
Marylanders who bought cars 
for more than the advertised 
price 

Under a consent order an- 
nounced Thursday by Maryland 
Attorney General J. Joseph 
Curran Jr., an estimated 600 
car buyers will receive an 
average refund of $275 

Affected are eight All Star 
dealerships in Maryland and 
one each in Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia 

They denied violating any law 
or regulation, but agreed to 
alter their advertising content 


and sales procedures to meet 
guidelines outlined by the 


attorney general. 

Under an agreement reached 
with the attorney general 
office's Consumer Protection 
Division, the dealerships will 
make total restitution of about 
$150,000 

In addition to All Star 
Chevrolet of Keyser, the agree- 
ment includes All Star Dodge of 
Baltimore, Central Motors 
Dodge in Hagerstown, All Star 
Chevrolet in Crisfield, All Star 
Chevrolet in Denton, All Star 
Chevrolet-Buick in Chester- 
town, All Star Jeep-Eagle in 
Easton, All Star Chrysler-Ply- 
mouth in Prince Frederick, and 
All Star Chevrolet in Spring 
Grove, Pa 

One dealership, All Star 
Dodge of Baltimore, has agreed 
to replace parts on the vehicles 
of customers who were told that 
new parts would be used, but 
had old parts repaired instead 

The dealerships agreed to 
submit to the attorney general's 
office any documents relating 
to sales of vehicles promoted in 
questionable advertisements 
published between October 1987 
and July 1989 

The attorney general's office 
then will compile a list of cun- 
sumers who may be entitled to 
refunds 

Dealerships then must con- 
tact those consumers by mail to 
inform them that they may 
qualify for a refund and explain 
to them how they may submit a 
claim form to the Consumer 
Protection Division 

The attorney general's office 
will review each claim form, 
calculate what refund is due, if 
any, and pay that amount from 
the restitution fund 

If any consumer complaints 
that fall outside the provisions 
of the settlement are received 
within the next six months, they 
will be subject to mediation by 
the Consumer Protection 
Division 

The consent order lists guide- 
lines which cover: advertising 
and selling of ‘‘standard factory 
equipped'’ or ‘‘stripped’’ 
vehicles; installation and cost 
of dealer-installed equipment; 
granung oi ivertised di 
counts, savings or rebates to all 
consumers; trade-in 
guarantees; and disclosure of 
“material facts’’ such as year, 
make and model of vehicle, 
options and equipment, and 
whether the vehicle is in stock 
or must be ordered

The Rams controlled the first 
three quarters of the contest,

However, the biggest blow to 
the Ram offense is the loss of 
Mike Dever from the team for 
reasons other than injury that 
Woods did not wish to discuss 

Senior tailback Billy Welch, 
who has been out of action for 
several weeks with a broken 
foot, is listed as ‘85 percent 
and will play this week, Woods 
said 

‘We will also be playing some 
of our younger players, such as 
Mike Stewart at defensive end, 
Bosley in the backfield, and 
Joby Tasker and Dave Kurtz on 
the line,” Woods said, noting 
that the remainder of the 
Southern jayvee schedule has 
been cancelled because the var 
sity needs the players 

Woods also said that Marshall 
Pike would probably see some 
action at the tailback position 

The Rams will need an 
outstanding effort from 
everyone in the program this 
week when they host the Bishop 
Walsh Spartans, a team that is 
loaded with three-year starters 
including the area's 
outstanding running back in 
senior Joe Ross (5-10, 183) 

‘This is the team that Bishop 
Walsh has been working toward 
for the past three years 
Woods said. ‘They very 
sound and have few 
weaknesses. Their only losses 
have been to Fort Hill and 
Allegany, and they played even 
ly with them until midway 
through the third quarter.” 

Woods describes Ross as ‘‘the 
most complete football player 
I've seen since I've been in 
Oakland.’ No one has held Ross 
to fewer than 150 yards this 
season, including the past three 
games which he has played with 
a hairline fracture in his foot 
Two weeks ago, fracture and 
all, he gained 289 yards against 
Beall 

‘He is just a super player 
both offensively and defensive 
ly," Woods said 

BW is also led offensively by 
three-year starting quarter 
back Scott Mahle (60, 157), son 
of Coach Walley Mahie. ‘He is 
an extremely good leader on the 
field."’

CHOCOLATE CHOCOLATE HOT CAKES 
2 cups cake flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
2 tablespoons sugar 
3 tablespoons cocoa 
3 large eggs 
1% cups milk 
% cup butter, melted 
Confectioners’ sugar 
Cinnamon 
Filling: 
6 (l-ounce) squares semisweet chocolate or 6 ounces 
semisweet chocolate chips 
% cup butter 
142 cups confectioners’ sugar 
6 egg yolks 
142 teaspoons vanilla 
Sift the dry ingredients together into a large bow] 
In another bowl, beat the eggs and milk together 
Whisk them into the dry mixture. When smooth, cover 
and let rest 1 hour. Heat a griddle over moderate heat 
until a drop of water skates over the surface. Fold the 
melted butter into the batter and drop by 
tablespoonfuls, stirring before each use. Cook the 
cakes until they are golden and glazed. Place them on 
a cookie sheet, stacking or overlapping, until all are 
made. Cover the cakes with a tea cloth and set them 
aside. To make the filling, melt the chocolate and 
butter together in the top of a double boiler over hot 
but not boiling water. Remove from the hot water 
when melted. In a large bowl, beat the sugar and egg 
yolks until light and fluffy. Stir in the chocolate 
mixture and the vanilla. Mix gently and cover the 
bow! with a cloth and refrigerate 4 hours or more 
(This step can be done well in advance of serving). To 
serve, spread half the cakes with the chocolate filling 
and cover each with a second cake. Serve 3 small 
sandwiched pancake pairs to each guest. Sift 
confectioners’ sugar over the cakes and sprinkle 
them lightly with cinnamon. 


BUTTERMILK PANCAKES 
2 cups unbleached, all-purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 tablespoon sugar 
1 large egg 
2 cups buttermilk, plus 2 additional tablespoons if 
necessary 
2 tablespoons unsalted butter, melted, or vegetable 
oll or bacon fat 

Combine the flour, baking soda, baking powder, 
and sugar in a large bowl. Break the egg into a 4-cup 
measure, add the buttermilk, and mix thoroughly 
Add to the flour mixture and beat with a whisk or 
mixer until smooth. Pour into a covered container, 
refrigerate overnight. Next morning, beat the batter 
thoroughly, adding up 2 tablespoons of buttermilk as 
needed until the batter is of pouring consistency. Stir 
in the melted butter, oil, or bacon fat. Grease the 
griddle or skillet and heat over medium heat until a 
drop of water skates over the surface. Using a ‘«-cup 
measure, pour the batter onto the hot griddle, leaving 
an inch between cakes for spreading. (If you like 
larger pancakes, use a larger measure or ladle for 
nouring) Cook until bubbles appear, then turn with a 
spatula or pancake turner to brown the other side 
Serve immediately, or keep warm in an ovenproof 
dish in a preheated 200°F . oven. Serve with honey or 


syrup. 
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PUMPKIN-SPICE PANCAKES 
245 cups biscuit baking mix 
2 tablespoons sugar 
% teaspoon ground cinnamon 
% teaspoon ground nutmeg 
4, teaspoon ground ginger 
1 cup milk 
2 eggs 
44 cup canned pumpkin 
% cup vegetable oil 
Maple-Nut Syrup (below) 

Beat all ingredients with wire whisk on hand 
beater until smooth.

2 eggs

1% qt. strawberries, sliced and sweetened 
Dairy sour cream

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New Project To 
fid Landowners 


dnd Wildlife 


The University of Maryland 
Cooperative Extension Service 
(MCES) is introducing a new 
educational effort to help land- 
owners and land managers 
improve wildlife habitat 
through the use of good forest 
management practices 

The Coverts Project for Wild- 
life and Forestry in Maryland is 
funded by a grant from the 
Ruffed Grouse Society and 
developed in cooperation with 
the Forest, Park and Wildlife 
Service of the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources. (The word 
“coverts’ refers to thickets 
that provide shelter for wild- 
life). 

Recent studies of private 
landowners in Maryland and 
elsewhere show that people own 
land for a variety of reasons, 
with aesthetics, recreational 
opportunities and habitat for 
wildlife topping the list. Timber 
is less important to most land- 
owners. 

‘We hope the Coverts Project 
will help dispel the belief that 
forest management means 
nothing more than timber 
production,"’ says Jonathan 
Kays, an MCES regional 
natural resources specialist. 
“Our goal is to show by 
example that forest manage- 
ment is compatible with a 
variety of landowner 
objectives, including recreation 
and wildlife protection."’ 

Initially, the program will 
involve 30 woodland owners 
nominated by agencies, organi- 
zations and individuals involved 
in forestry and wildlife manage- 
ment. Once selected, these par- 
ticipants will attend a free, ex- 
pense-paid, three<lay workshop 
to learn about the concepts of 
ecology, Management and use 
of forest resources; com- 
munication and leadership 
skills; and factors that affect 
the way forests are managed 
They will then be asked to share 
this information with other 
woodland owners 

“We don't expect these volun 
teers to become experts in 
forest management, but rather 
to learn enough to be able to 
assist other woodland owners,’ 
says Kays. ‘We'll ask them to

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Women’s Ag Forum To Focus On 


Crucial Issues Facing Consumers 


Food safety. Animal rights 
Biotechnology. Land use and 
development. These are the 
issues that will affect the future 
of Maryland's largest industry 

agriculture. They are also 
among the timely topics to be 
discussed at the Women's Agri- 
cultural Forum, November 8, at 
the Turf Valley Country Club 
near Ellicott City 

“These are crucial issues 
facing all of us,"’ said Forum 
Co-Chair Patricia Stabler. ‘‘As 
voters, we'll be called to vote 
upon them with our pocket- 
books and at the ballot box." 

One issue, food safety, 
receives national media 
attention on a regular basis 


Coverage of Alar on apples, 
salmonella in poultry and eggs, 
and cyanide in grapes has left 
many consumers frightened 
and confused 

Jo Ann Smith, an assistant 
secretary of agriculture, will 
share her thoughts on food 
safety issues and discuss how 
the agriculture industry can 
best educate the public 

“I think it's safe to say that 
food safety will be the issue of 
the nineties,"" Smith noted 
Although the United States has 
the safest food supply in the 
world, many consumers remain 
unconvinced. We in agriculture 
must help the American public 
understand the concept of 


State’s Apple Prices Expected To 
Hold; Quality Good; Quantity Down 


Prices are expected to 
remain stable for Maryland's 
high quality, but small quantity 
apple crop this year, according 
to an industry spokesman. John 
Rinehart, chairman of the 
Maryland Apple Commission, 
says that approximately 600,000 
bushels of apples have been 
picked by the state's producers 
this year, the smallest harvest 
in quite a few years. The quality 
of the apples is rather good, he 
says, although apple size is not 
quite as large as it should be for 
a light~«rop year 

Rinehart expects prices to 
remain stable, with processing 
fruit up in price a little because 
of the short supply, but fresh 
fruit prices not quite as high — 
about $2 a box lower. This drop 
in fresh fruit prices is because 

the 1989 national apple crop is 
the second largest in the history 
of the United States,"’ Rinehart 
said 

This 600,000 bushel apple crop 
is down at least 60 percent be- 
cause of last summer's drought 
and a hard spring freeze this 
past April. Rinehart said that 
the one million bushel crop in 
1988, coupled with the drought 
last summer, created a lot of 
stress on the trees. For that 
reason, bud development 
(which determines how much 
fruit is produced the following 
year) was not what it should 
have been. Those two factors, 
the "88 drought and the ‘89 
freeze, along with the nurnber 
of orchards which have gone out 
of business in the past few 
years, created this large drop in 
apple production, Rinehart con- 
cluded 

Rick Heflebower, regional 
fruit crop specialist for the 
University of Maryland Cooper- 
ative Extension Service, agreed 
that crop yield in Maryland will 
be down about 60 percent below 
normal. He also agreed that this 
year's quality — both shape and 
color — is good 

Heflebower says that 60 
percent of the state's apple crop 
goes to processing plants in 
Pennsylvania and Virginia to be 
made into applesauce, juice and 
slices. The remainder of the 
crop is sold as fresh fruit. He ex- 
plained that along with the 
diminishing number of acres 
planted to apples in the state, 
the number of varieties is also 
diminishing. This, he said, is 
largely due to the discon- 
tinuance of Alar by the state's 
apple producers 

According to Heflebower, 
Alar was used on Maryland 
apples prior to 1986, when the 
controversy began. It was used 
to promote a red color and to 
help the apples stay on the tree 
until fully ripe. Alar was also 
very beneficial to the Stayman 
apple. Heflebower explained 
that Stayman apples will crack 
and a fungus sets in. These 
cracked apples are a total! loss 
They are not marketable and 
are usually not even picked, he 
said 

He added that there is much 
more demand for Stayman 
apples than there is supply, 
with many growers deciding not 
to grow Staymans in the future 
The closest apple in flavor and 
seasonal time frame is the Ida 
Red, Heflebower said, but 
added that it is not really a 
substitute for Stayman apples 

Mcintosh is another apple 
variety that, in Maryland, falls 
from the tree prematurely 
without the Alar 
Again, growers are replacing 
Mcintosh apples with another

‘I think we will see this more 
and more in the future,’’ Hefle- 
bower said. “There will be 
more and more fruits we can't 
grow because of the loss of a 
chemical, and other varieties 
will have to be substituted." 

Before 1966, when Maryland 
lost two of its largest growers 
near Hancock, the state 


produced 70 million to 80 million 
pounds of apples. Since that 
time, Maryland's harvest fell to 
4# million pounds. The state has 
lost about eight to 10 growers 
during the past five years, 
Heflebwer said. Far Western 
Maryland has no commercia! 
orchards at all any more 
Washington County, the state's 
leading apple-producing 
county, and Frederick County 
has between 20 and 2 growers, 
with another 10 to 15 growers 
scattered across Carroll, Balti- 
more, Harford and Cecil coun- 
ties 

In the late 1920s, Washington 
County had hundreds of small 
orchards on 12,15 acres 
nearly six times today's acre- 
age in the county. From 1982 to 
1987, the number of apple 
orchards in that county slid 
from 62 to 45 and the acreage 
shriveled from 4,556 acres to 
2,100, according to the latest 
census data from the U.S 
Department of Commerce

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Price Support 
Loans Available 


Farmers who elect to store 
their crops after harvest to take 
advantage of future price 
increases may want to apply for 
a price support loan from the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service. ‘Loans 
will be available to all 
producers who are par- 
ticipating in the 1989 farm 
programs,’’ county ASCS 
official, William F. DeWitt, 
said. 

Loan rates on 1989 program 
crops are No. 2 Corn or better at 
the county rate of $1.64/bushel 

“A price support loan will 
provide farmers with operating 
cash and aliow time to make 
marketing decisions, or to hold 
grain for feeding later,’’ DeWitt 
said. Farmers who plan to 
commingle their 1989 and 1988 
harvests and request a loan 
must first contact the county 
ASCS office, he said. 

Under the price support loan 
programs, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation (CCC)

makes loans to eligible farmers 
or to cooperative marketing 
associations. Loans mature on 
demand, but no later than the 
last day of the ninth month 
following the month in which 
the loan application is made, 
DeWitt explained. Stocks may 
be stored on the farm or in an 
approved commercial ware- 
house. The commodities serve 
as collateral for the loan 

To protect the CCC's interest, 
ASCS performs a lien search on 
all commodities pledged for 
price support loans, except 
those made to cooperative 
marketing associations. If a 
lien is recorded on the crop, the 
farmer must obtain a lien 
waiver 

The ASCS official said corn 
loans will be available until 
May 31, 1990

Honey Production 


Dow n In 1989 


Honey production in Mary 
land was one-third of the 
normal annual production of 
250,000 pounds during 1989. The 
primary reason for the decline 
in production was the excessive 
rains which washed nectar 
from blossoms 

Allegany and Garrett 
counties and Maryland's 
Eastern Shore had the largest 
reduction in honey crop in the 
state. In the central part of the 
state, honey production varied 
depending on location of the 
bees and amount of rainfall. 

I. Barton Smith Jr., State 
Apiary Inspector for the Mary- 
land Department of Agricul- 
ture, reports that due to this 
year’s reduced honey crop, 
many bee colonies have insuf- 
ficient stores of honey to 
survive the coming winter 
Smith urges beekeepers to 
check their colonies and feed 
them now if they are short on 
food. A bee colony requires 60 
pounds of honey, which is con- 
sumed during cold months, in 
order to survive the winter 

Beekeeping as a hobby or 
sideline business declined 
slightly during the year. There 
are 1,776 registered beekeepers 
with 12.376 honey bee colonies in 
the State

Garrett County farmers are 
reminded that the county ASCS 
offices are now receiving 
nominations for ASCS Com- 
munity and County committee 
election candidates. William F 
DeWitt, chairperson of the Gar- 
rett County ASC Committee, 
encourages farmers to use this 
opportunity to nominate their 
farm neighbors as candidates in 
the ASC committee election 


DeWitt said the ASC com- 
mittee provides the important 
service of administering 
government farm programs in 
the local community. The 
election will be conducted by 
mail from November 24 to 
December 4. Eligible farm 
voters will be provided with 
instructions for filling out the 
secret ballot and returning it to 
the county ASC office 

Most resident farmers are 
eligible to hold office as ASC 
committee-members.

Crop Notes 

*As most of you are probably finding out, corn frosted before it 
naturally matures, dries down very slowly. At present, there is a 
lot of high moisture corn on the local market. Keep close watch on 
the condition of the corn. I have found a lot of corn kernel 
sprouting on the ear. Sprouting certainly lowers the nutritional 
value, slows down drying and enhances the chances for molding. 
Although this good weather is nice, it may encourage more 
sprouting and sprout growth on immature corn 

«Keep in mind that combined grain is generally 2 to 3% higher 
in moisture than the moisture check that you did prior to 
harvesting 

«If you're cribbing ear corn that is in excess of 18% moisture, 
make sure there is plenty of air movement throughout the crib.

A Crellin area house sustain

Steve McCauley, territorial 
manager for Central Coca-Cola, 
said that a target date of next

“The business has grown so 
that it is no longer feasible to 
operate from these locations,’’ 
said McCauley. “By consoli- 
dating the older plants that are 
now too small and no longer 
efficient we'll be able to 
distribute better from another 
location 

‘We'll still have the local 
employees and local staff, like 
the same family, just a dif 
ferent house,"’ he explained

The cou- 
ple spent several weeks touring 
the U.S. with a German tour 
group and German speaking 
guide, as Elsbeth speaks very 
little English, but decided to 
spend the last several days of 
their tour visiting with Wayne

Of course, we corresponded 
regularly for many years, but 
then, all of a sudden, we didn't 
hear any more. We were often 
curious as to what happened to 
him,"’ said Wayne. ‘Then last 
year, before Christmas, we 
received a letter from him 
Even Claudia, in her illnes, was 
anticipating Ernst's visit."’ 

Unfortunately, Mrs. Hamil- 
ton died several months before 
Ernst and his wife visited 

Ernst explained that he saw 
an advertisement for young 
German people living in rural 
areas or working in agriculture 
to come to America 

‘It was called an exchange 
program, but it was really only 
one side going to the other,” 
said Ernst 

Young German students were 
provided with the opportunity to 
live, work and study in the 
United States for a one-year 
period. Though called an ex- 
change program, no students 
from America were sent to live 
in Germany 

The Church World Service 
implemented the program. The 
Service operates for many 
denominations with the 
philosophy of peace for all and 
distributes relief goods 
throughout the world to places 
where they are needed. Wayne 
explained that it is one of the

The Church of the Brethren in 
New Windsor provided students 
with homes throughout 
Maryland.

He later 
called her at home and advised 
her to have an affair 

In 1987, he removed a female 
patient's blouse, fondled her 
breasts, and kissed her for an 
hour, after advising her to have 
an affair in an earlier phone 
conversation, according to the 
board's findings. Dr. Miller 
continued a sexual relationship

Yough Mountain 
House Destroyed 
By Fire Monday 


Fire of undetermined origin 
leveled a summer cottage in 
the Youghiogheny Mountain 
Resort west of Oakland late 
Monday night 

Oakland and Terra Alta 
volunteer firefighters were 
summoned by the Garrett Coun- 
ty Office of Emergency 
Management at 11:26 p.m. to 
respond to the house, located at 
the intersection of Black Oak 
and Birchwood drives and own- 
ed by Edward Light, of 
Pasadena. A neighbor, Roy 
Wood, called in the alarm after 
he heard ammunition going off 
as a result of the fire 

Upon their arrival, firemen 
found the one-story, four-room 
frame structure burned down to 
the foundation. The walls had 
collapsed toward the center of 
the house 

According to James Martin, 
fire investigator for Allegany 
and Garrett counties, no one 
was in the house at the time; 
however the Light family had 
been there earlier in the day 
before returning to their home 
in Pasadena. He estimated the 
loss to be $25,000 and said that 
Light did have insurance on the 
structure. He said the cause of 
the blaze is still under in- 
vestigation 

Also responding to the scene 
were the county air cascade 
vehicle, presently being housed 
at Bittinger VFD, and the 
Southern Rescue Squad. There 
were no injuries reported 
Firemen remained on the scene 
for over two hours 

Oakland VFD was called to 
the scene again Wednesday just 
after 10 a.m. after the fire

Garrett County and the Mary- 
land Department of Agriculture 
(MDA) are planning strategies 
to be used in combatting next 
year's anticipated gypsy moth 
infestation, according to infor- 
mation recently released at a 
press conference with the Gar- 
rett County Commissioners. 

Commissioner Elwood 
Groves stated, ‘We recognized 
early this year that as well-in- 
tentioned as the State program 
was, it was clearly insufficient 
That was when we initiated the 
gypsy moth task force." 

Along with the Commis- 
sioners, Robert Fousek, County 
Clerk, has been in contact with 
Charles Puffinberger, MDA, 
Senator John Bambacus and 
Jim Simms, Maryland Coopera- 
tive Extension Service 

The county and State repre- 
sentatives have agreed to con- 
duct separate programs to 
combat the County's 
infestation 

The county will deal with 
trees on private lands. It will be 
responsible for developing and 
conducting a pest control 
program. This includes 
surveys, selection of spray 
sites, marking spray sites, 
selecting an aerial contractor to 
apply insecticide and notifying 
landowners

The warm October sun shone 
brightly on the golden world of 
Autumn Glory as the parade 
began to form. Band members 


milled about excitedly, check 
ing their instruments; pretty 
girls in evening gowns took 
their places on the floats 
drivers jockeyed their vehicles 
into position; thousands of 
spectators waited anxiously 
along the parade route. In the 
back seat of a yellow con- 
vertible, ready to ride in the 
parade, Garrett County's Most 


Beautiful Person wished she 
could be with one of her 
families," away from the 


attention and the limelight 

As Ida Maust now rernembers 
that moment, she says, ‘Riding 
in the parade was one of the 
hardest things I ever had to 
do."’ People who know her can 


understand that. Ida has never 


sought attention or expected 
praise for the many hours she 
spends helping others God 
has done so much for me,” she 
says I enjoy helping other 
people, from the very poor to 
the very wealthy. I never 


expected anything like this.’ 

But as she rode through the 
streets of Oakland, she began to 
see many familiar faces in the 
crowd members of Habitat 
families who were living in new 
homes because of her tireless 
work, loved ones of Hospice 
patients she had cared for, 
women and children who had 
come to her for shelter at the 
House of Hope, two- and three- 
year-old tots of her Sunday 
School class with their older 
siblings and parents. As they 
waved to her and cheered, she 
smiled and waved back, and 
love was in the air. Not one of 
them doubted for a second that 
she deserved this most recent 
honor 

Ida's work with Habitat for 
Humanity started with the first 
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"Most Beautiful Person’ 


organizational meeting in 1983 
For several years she served on 
the Family Selection Commit- 
tee, but she is now chairman of 
the Family Ministry Commit 
tee. In this capacity, she makes 
regular visits to all of the 18 
families who are now living in 
Habitat houses, and the two who 
are waiting for houses. These 
families have come to know her 
as their friend, and they call her 
when they need a listening ear 
or a helping hand 

The Family Ministry Com- 
mittee plans events for Habitat 
homeowners the dedication 
ceremonies of new homes, 
workshops on home ownership, 


picnics, and other social 
gatherings 

‘Working with Habitat is a 
rewarding experience,"’ Ida 
says, “because the families 
work together to get their 
homes, and they share in the 


feeling of satisfaction when the 
home is completed. It is not a 
hand-out. I have gained so 
much from the experience of 
working with these families."’ 

In the summer when church 
groups and young people come 
from other states to participate 
in the Habitat work camps that 
rehabilitate housing for Garrett 
County residents, Ida is busy in 
church kitchens serving break- 
fast and dinners and packing 
lunches for the campers 

For three weeks every 
summer, during strawberry 
season, Ida and her family don't 
do anything but take care of 
Strawberry Acres,"’ the farm 
where she lives, as hundreds of 
people come to pick berries 
day claims to have 
answered 100 phone calls. Then 
there are the chores of a later 
season when corn, broccoli, and 
cauliflower are harvested 

As a care giver for Hospice 
Ida has given more hours than 
any other volunteer. Twice she 
has spent over 100 hours a week 
with her patient. ‘‘Family 
dynamics are different then," 
she says. “Patients don't want 
to burden their families, and 
they need someone to unload 
their problems on. I get very 
involved with the patients and 
their families.'’ To date, Ida has 
worked with about 20 families, 
and just this summer was 
invited to two weddings of 
granddaughters of former 
Hospice patients 

One would think that there 
wouldn't be time in a week for 
Ida to do one more thing, and 
yet she had found time to be a 
student at Garrett Community 
College, where she needs only 
six more credits for her degree

college tremendously,’’ she 
says It has been my 


recreation. Everyone has been 
so helpful and understanding." 

Ida has raised nine children 
of her own, and a boy who lived 
with the family because he 
needed a home.

Undoubtedly this is not the only editorial written 
in response to what we would call a travesty of 
justice, but we believe we should throw in our two 
cents worth of outrage for those readers who haven't 
heard about the event 

It was reported about two weeks ago that a 
lifeguard, who pleaded guilty to raping an 11-year- 
old girl ata YMCA in Rockville, served one day of a 
five-year sentence and was then released from jail. 

The sentencing guidelines for Derrick Anthony 
Parker, 21, were four to nine years in prison, 
although the second-degree rape charge carries a 
maximum penalty of 20 years. The probation officer 
had recommended to Montgomery County Circuit 
Court Judge William Cave that Parker be sentenced 
to 18 months in jail. 

Judge Cave gave Parker a five-year sentence, 
but suspended all but three days of it and because 
inmates typically serve one-third of their sentence, 
Parker was released after serving one day. ONE 
DAY. 

Cave said a long prison term ‘‘wouldn’t benefit 
him (Parker) and may conceivably have a 
disastrous effect.’ He added, ‘Incarceration will 
not restore that which was taken from her... and will 
not, in my opinion, deter other people from 
committing rape because they do not think of that at 
the time.” 

It is incredible to us that the judge was fearful 
that incarceration may have ‘‘a disastrous effect’’ 
on poor old Derrick. What about the disastrous effect 
on the little girl that was caused by this criminal? 
What kind of a message does this send to all other 
low-life individuals who may be considering doing 
the same deed? ‘‘Why not proceed with it if I am only 
going to jail for a day?”’ 

While we know nothing else about Judge Cave, 
we believe that this single, reprehensible act should 
provide grounds for having him removed from his 
bench. Such a judgment turns justice into a total 
farce, is a slap in the face to law enforcement 
officials, promotes rather than deters such abusive 
crimes, allows criminals to go virtually unpunished 
for their deeds, and, worst of all, sends a message to 
a little girl and her family that what this man did to 
her was really just a minor infraction of the rules.

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DISASTER RELIEF 
MARYLANDERS ARE GOOD NEIGHBORS

Americans have always opened their hearts and their 
pocketbooks when there is a disaster in a foreign land. Now 
Americans need to help other Americans who are suffering the 
effects of three recent natural disasters. The recordbreaking 
tides and winds of Hurricane Hugo, the flooding caused by 
Tropical Storm Jerry, and the devastation of the Northern Cali- 
fornia earthquakes have brought destruction to our shores 

In each of these cases, Maryland was spared from the 
potential effects of a life-threatening disaster. A slight turn to the 
north or a strengthening of the wind direction could have brought 
Hurricane Hugo right up the coast and down on Ocean City and 
the surrounding area. We have been extremely fortunate 
blessed many would say 

I want to thank the people of Maryland for their ourpouring of 
support and caring for those who have been hurt by these 
disasters. Immediately following the passage of Hurricane Hugo, 
Marylanders began searching for ways to help. Within 12 hours of 
the storm's landfall in Charleston, our own State Highway 
Administration had dispatched emergency equipment and 
workers to South Carolina to help prevent further damage. Within 
a week, volunteers within the Highway Administration had 
gathered more than five truckloads of tools and building 
materials to help South Carolinians rebuild and repair damaged 
homes. That was only the beginning 

Large corporations, individual citizens, and local 
neignoornoods all banded together to provide help where help was 
badly needed. Many Maryland counties set up special collection 
points or funds to collect relief supplies. The residents of 
Washington County, for instance, collected several truck loads of 
materials for South Carolina victims. The Mack Truck Company 
which has a large plant in Hagerstown transported the materials 
to rural South Carolina. That spirit of giving has continued 
through the horrifying reports of new disasters in Texas and 
California 

Many non-profit groups in Maryland have played important 
roles in organizing relief efforts to the disaster areas. I especially 
want to commend the staff and volunteers of the American Red 
Cross and the Salvation Army for their tireless dedication and 
work during these very difficult times. In the first two weeks after 
Hurricane Hugo struck, the Red Cross served more than 7 million 
meals to storm victims. Hundreds of homeless families are still 
housed in Red Cross shelters. And the demands will continue for 
many more weeks 

One of the major problems in helping storm and earthquake 
victims has been to identify what aid they need most and how to 
get it to them quickly and efficiently. As I have spoken with local 
officials, it has become clear that the primary need is not for 
clothing or food donations. The greatest need is for funds which 
can be used within the affected areas to buy the specific materials 
and foodstuffs needed. For this reason, my office launched a 
special fund drive for money for hurricane relief 

During the iast few weeks as the geographical area of needs 
expanded so dramaticaily, it has become clear that we must 
better focus our assistance. | have asked the Red Cross to help us 
direct the monies already donated for hurricane relief to those 
areas most in need, and I have agreed to serve as honorary 
director of the special Red Cross Disaster Fund Drive. Money 
collected by this fund will go directly to disaster victims no 
overhead, no administrative costs. Contributors can designate 
funds directly for a specific project. For example, contributions 
can be earmarked especially for ihe Caiiiorma reel efiors 
aid to homeless families in the Caribbean

ROTARIANS MEET 

Connie Groves, volunteer 
director of Hopernont Hospital, 
presented a program about the 
history of that institution at the 
October 19 meeting of the Terra 
Alta Rotary Club 

Groves told the Rotarians 
that the idea of having a tuber- 
culosis sanitarium was con- 
ceived in 1911 by a group of 
state officials who believed 
such a facility should be built in 
northeastern West Virginia in 
an area where the altitude was 
high Tuberculosis was 
rampant at the time and only 
attempted cure was high 
altitude, fresh air, good food, 
and isolation 

Over the years the institution 
grew to accommodate 300 
inhabitants. As new drugs were 
developed to cure tuberculosis, 
the need for hospitalization 
gradually declined 

In 1965 the sanitarium 
became Hopemont Hospital for 
the chronically ill. It functioned 
as such at full capacity for a 
number of years, but in 1982 an 
attempt was made to change 
the hospital into a personal care 
home. At the time many 
patients were being discharged 
from mental hospitals. It was 
believed they could take care of 
themselves if they were given a 
chance. Hundreds of these 
patients were transferred to 
Hopemont to determine if they 
could function in a less-restric- 
tive environment. Groves said 
the experiment was not very 
successful 

Now Hopemont has a mixed 
population that includes those 
who are chronically ill, those 
who are mentally retarded, and 
non-violent patients suffering 
from some forms of mental 
illness

Regs Announced 

Three amendments to regu- 
late baiting, use of live decoys, 
and use of regulated shooting 
areas (RSA) have been an- 
nounced by the Department of 
Natural Resources Secretary 
Torrey C. Brown. The Execu- 
tive and Legislative Review 
Committee of the Maryland 
General Assembly passed these 
amendments as emergency 
proposals for the 1989-90 hunt 
ing season 

RSA hunters may now shoot 
captive-raised ducks that are 
raised by other RSA owners 
The change in the regulation is 
that RSA owners previously 
were able to allow their hunters 
to shoot the captive-raised, 
properly marked ducks without 
regard to a federal or state bag 
limit. State-released mallard 
ducks and wild waterfowl that 
are shot must still conform to 
the established federal season 
and bag limit. The regulation 
further that state-re- 
leased ducks, in all regards and 
under all circumstances 
considered wild ducks 

The regulation for RSAs 
further states that there shall 
be no feeding of captive-raised 
mallard ducks for a period of 15 
calendar days before the hunt 
ing of wetland game birds and 
that all feed must be 
from the site for 10 calendar 
days before the hunting of the 
wetland game birds. There may 
be no feeding of captive-raised 
ducks during the established 
federal open season

Live decoy regulations were 
changed to track the federal 
government's live decoy regu- 
lation, which states that any 
tame or captive live ducks must 
be confined for a period of 10 
consecutive days prior to hunt 
ing wild waterfow! 

The regulation 
amendment deals with broad 
casting of seed. If seed is broad 
cast for a cover crop, the seed 
must be disced, plowed under or 
germinated. Any residual seed 
must be removed so that the 
ground is clear for the 10 days 
immediately preceding the 
hunting of wetland game birds

had penalties against us for 
mistakes that should never hap 
pen this far into the season, and 
they were able to capitalize on 
our mistakes.

To the Editor 

As Coach of the Terra Alta/ 
Aurora Dolphins, I read with 
great interest the various 
articles and letters to the Editor 
from your October 26 issue con- 
cerning the Mountain Top 
Youth Football League. I now 
offer a different viewpoint from 
those printed 

To begin, it should be pointed 
out that while the problems of 
our league did not surface until 
this year, they began three 
years ago. For the sake of space 
I will address only the last two 
weeks of this season 

Shortly after Dolphin/Jet 
game of October 8, there was a 
request made by the Steeler 
Coaches to play their upcoming 
playoff game at Terra Alta 
They also requested that they 
receive all monies generated by 
both the W.Va. division playoff 
game, and the Md vision 
playoff game. The Steeler 
coaches were told that they 
were welcome to use the Terra 
Alta facilities, but they were not 
entitled to, nor would they re- 
ceive the total gate receipts 
The Dolphins proposed a 
compromise of a 50/50 split of 
gate receipts. This compromise 
was offered, not because the 
Dolphins were obligated in any 
way, but because 

(1) the Dolphins understood 
the situation the Steelers had

been in all year, having no 
home games, since their field 
had been under repair all year 

(2) the Dolphins have 
expenses, just like any other 
team, and need money gener 
ated by gate receipts to help 
offset these expenses 

This compromise was re 
jected by the Steelers, who then 
implied they would force both 
playoff games to be played at 
Southern 

The Steelers insisted that 
since they had the best overall 
record, they were entitled to 
host both playoff games at their 
choice of site. League rules DO 
NOT state that the best overall 
record controls the PLAYOFF 
GAMES. League rules state 
that the DIVISION WINNER 
controls the PLAYOFF 
GAMES. League rules give the 
best overall record the choice of 
site for the CHAMPIONSHIP 
GAME, This interpretation of 
the rules was verified by the 
Dolphins through our League 
President on October 9 

On October 10, a call was re- 
ceived from our League Presi- 
dent stating that officials used 
by our League from the 
Cumberland area were refusing 
to officiate the playoff games if 
there was anything less than a 
doubleheader at one site 
Southern. I was not satisfied 
with this and called the head 
official, Gene Payton, myself. I 
was informed by Mr. Payton 
that at no time did his office say 
they would not officiate games 
at two different sites. A tenta- 
tive agreement was reached be- 
tween Mr. Payton and myself. I 
was requested to have our 
League Secretary, Bill Ferry, 
call and confirm these arrange- 
ments 

I contacted Mr. Ferry on Oc- 
tober 11, who assured me that 
he would call and confirm the 
arrangement with the Cumber- 
land officials. Mr. Ferry further 
assured me that there would be 
no further questions on where 
the playoff games would be 
held. The Steeler/Raider game 
would be at Southern starting at 
1:30 on October 15. The 
Dolphin/Viking game would be 
held at Terra Alta starting at 
3:30 on October 15 

Saturday, October 14, I 
reached Mr. Ferry to verify 
confirmation had been given to 
the officials. Mr. Ferry told me 
that he had passed that 
responsibility on to our League 
President. At approximately 
9:30 p.m. on the 14th, I reached 
our President. At this time I 
was told that he had decided to 


hold both playoff games at the 
Southern site. I told him it 


would be very difficult for the 
Dolphins to change their plans 
on such short and late notice 
Further, that it was unfair to 
take the projected profits away 
from the Dolphins. The Parsons 
Vikings expressed the same 
opinion, and so the WV Playoff 
game was held in Terra Alta, as 
originally scheduled and as 
League rules called for 

At halftime of the 
Steeler/Raider game it was an- 
nounced by our League Presi- 
dent that both the Dolphins and 
Vikings had forfeited, and that 
the Thomas/Davis Rams would 
represent the WV division in the 
Championship game. The 
Dolphins were informed of this 
ruling at the completion of their 
game with the Vikings 

With learning of this ruling, 
the Dolphins considered their 
options 

(1) Request a League meeting 
to question the legality of our 
President's ruling 

(2) Withdraw 
League 

(3) Accept a game with a 
subsitute team, if the Steelers 
would not agree to meet us 

It was decided to first call for 
a League meeting. Our Presi- 
dent refused to call this meet- 
ing. I then decided a deadline of 
Tuesday, October 17, 5:00 p.m., 
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Editor's note: A meeting of the Mt. Top Youth League was 
held Tuesday night and it is reported that many of the problems 
concerning the league are being “ironed out."’ We hope to have a 
detailed story in next week's issue 

Also, for clarification, the Dave Martin who is coach of the 
Oakland Raiders is the owner of Martin's Auto Parts and not the 
Dave Martin who is employed in the office of Garrett County

would be placed for word to be 
received from the League 
and/or the Steelers on the 
status of the League Champion- 
ship game. If no word was re- 
ceived by the deadline, the 
Dolphins would accept a game 
with the Raiders 

The Dolphins practiced on 
Monday, October 16, and al- 
though I strongly doubted that a 
game between the Dolphins and 
Steelers would materialize, no 
word of this was mentioned to 
our players. The Dolphin 
players left practice on Monday 
night still believing that they 
would meet the Steelers the 
following Sunday for the 
League Championship 

Tuesday, October 17, 5:30 
p.m., with the deadline having 
passed and no word received 
from either the League or the 
Steelers, the Dolphin players 
were informed that they had 
been considered by the League 
to have forfeited and were being 
replaced by the Rams in the 
Championship game. It was ex- 
plained that they had two 
options 

(1) to end their season at that 
point, or 

(2) to accept the proposed 
game with the Naiders 

It was unanimous that we 
accept the game with the 
Raiders 

To complete this chain of 
events, The Steeler coaches did 
contact me, but it was after the 
deadline (The Steelers had 
from Sunday, October 15, at 
approximately 2:00 p.m. until 
Tuesday, October 17, 5:00 p.m.) 
They had received word that 
the Rams declined the offer to 
meet for the League Champion- 
ship, and were now ready to 
talk to the Dolphins. I refused to 
approach my kids with their 
proposal and further confuse 
them. The Steelers had their 
chance. They were given every 
reasonable opportunity by the 
Dolphins, but failed to take ad- 
vantage of these opportunities 

I respectfully submit this 
information on behalf of the 
Dolphins. If there are still ques- 
tions un-answered, I am willing 
to meet with those who have 
those un-answered questions 
You may contact me at my resi- 
dence in Terra Alta

This letter is in response to 
the accusations made concern- 
ing the Northern Steelers in 
your October 26 edition 
POINT #1: Record keeping 
Raider Coach Dave Martin 
voiced concern that no record- 
keeping or minutes are kept on 
anything agreed upon. Yet 
Martin and his staff have sat at 
numerous League meetings and 
have said nothing about this 
being a problem until now 
POINT #2: Jets having 3% 
players. The Steelers brought 
this matter up at a League 
meeting the week of September 
24, and the matter was taken 
care of at that time, with no 
penalties assessed 
POINT #¢3: Concerning 3 
touchdown lead. First of all, 
this is NOT a League rule 
Approximately 2 years ago it 
became a ‘‘gentlemen's"’ agree- 
ment among the coaches that 
after 3 touchdowns teams would 
start substituting freely. The 
Steelers did this in every 
regular season game, some- 
times to the point of pulling the 
entire first string before half- 
time. However, due to the 
Steeler second team's size and 
ability, it would have been hard 
for some to recognize these 
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substitutions. Also the first 
time, a 15-minute extra quarter 
for the inexperienced players 
was introduced 

This was approved by all 
teams at a League meeting in 
August. Consequently, the 
Steeler 2nd and 3rd teams got 
nearly as much playing time as 
the first team. For the record, 
one coaching staff asked us not 
to pull our first string during 
regulation play. This decision 
was questioned by the Steeler 
Staff. The Steeler Coaches will 
not at any time risk any 
younger, lighter player against 
a 135 Ib. 13-year-old 

POINT #4: Concerning Eligi- 
bility. First of all, Coach 
Martin, explained to the 
Steelers exactly where the 
Salem School is located. (The 
Salem Children's Trust, on the 
Lower New Germany Road, is a 
home for displaced children) 
Football is giving these kids the 
opportunity to be part of an 
organized youth activity 
Furthermore, ALL PLAYERS 
LISTED ON THE STEELER 
ROSTER ARE REGISTERED 
IN GARRETT COUNTY 
SCHOOLS 

POINT #5: Gate Fees. Coach 
Brenneman and President 
Welch did, in fact, set the fees 
for the playoff game, because 
there was no one else present to 
make the decision. It was his 
understanding that in previous 
years, the ticket prices were 
raised for the playoff and 
championship games due to the 
increased cost of the referees 
and the championship money 
($100) awarded. Therefore it 
makes good business sense to 
raise prices to cover your over- 
head. The Steelers publicly 
apologize about charging for 
any youth under the age of 9 

POINT #6: Scales. It is true 
the Steelers did not have scales 
for the Maryland Division Play- 
off game. Contrary to Martin's 
remark, we did not know the 
scales were not at Southern, as 
they have always been there 
when we played at other times 
However, the Steelers were 
penalized 15 yards at the start 
of the game for this violation, 
just like Coach Martin has been 
when he didn't have scales to 
start a game. Coach Martin 
(Raiders) and Coach Wayne 
Georg (Steelers) agreed to play 
the game without weigh-in, be- 
cause the scales were not avail- 
able. 

Now it is time for the facts 
This is an account of the hap- 
penings from October 8th, 1989 
to October 22, 1989 

Sunday, Oct. 8: A League 
meeting was held at half-time 
at Southern Field. The teams in- 
volved in the playoffs were 
present 

Monday, Oct. 9: There was 
supposed to have been a League 
Meeting at the Courthouse. No 
one was there 

Tuesday, Oct. 10: Denver 
Welch called to finalize where 
and when the playoff games 
would be held. It was agreed 
that the WV playoff game would 
be held at 1:30 p.m., they could 
use the locker room at 12:30 
p.m., and that the Steelers 
would not run the game clock 
The Maryland playoff game 
would be 3:00 p.m., all on Oc- 
tober 15 

Friday, Oct. 13: Dave Martin 
called Coach Brenneman and 
wanted to know when and 
where we were playing 

Saturday, Oct. 14: Bill Kelly, 
Terra Alta Dolphin Coach, 
called President Welch and said 
Bill Ferry gave them permis- 
sion to play in Terra Alta in- 
stead of at Southern. Bill Kelly 
called the Steelers and wanted 
to know if it would interfere 
with us if they played in Terra 
Alta. The Steelers called 
Denver and explained what had 
taken place. President Welch 
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playoffs) and told them to be at 
Southern at 0 p.m. on 
15th ready to play 

Sunday, Oct. 15: The Vikings 
and Dolphins failed to show up 
for their game, and the Raiders 
and the Steelers played Un 
Maryland Division Playoff 
game. The game inte 
triple overtime with the 
Steelers winning the game. The 
Raider coaches were upset at 
losing and said they were not 
finished and they would be play 
ing somewhere next Sunday 
They apparently left Southern 
and went to Terra Alta and had 
their own meeting with several 
teams present 

Monday, Oct. 16: Dave 
Martin called Larry Brenne- 
man at work and told him this 
meeting was held and the 
Dolphins, Raiders, Rams, Vik 
ings, and Bears were forming 
their own League and the 
Steelers and the Jets were OUT 
They (the Raiders) were play 
ing the Dolphins for the 
championship."’ Coach Georg 
called Martin and tried to iron 
things out and get him to let the 
championship game be held as 
scheduled, and all he ‘ Martin 
had to say was ‘I'm torqued 
and | want justice 

The Steelers called Denver 
Welch to relay the happenings 
to the President of the League 
Larry Brenneman asked Coach 
Tom Vent, of NHS, to call Coach 
Tom Woods, SHS, to try to get 
this thing resolved, but nothing 
was solved 

Tuesday, Oct. 17 Steeler 
Coach Larry Brenneman called 
Head Coach Bill Kelly of the 
Dolphins to try to get things 
straightened out so we could 
play a championship game. The 
Steelers offered to split the gate 
and the 50-50 money from the 
previous week, and even come 
to Terra Alta to play the 
Championship game. He said he 
would check with his coaches 
and get back Wednesday 

Wednesday, Oct. 18 Bill Kelly 
called Coach Brenneman and 
said that it was the decision of 
the Dolphin coaches and their 
sponsor (who has yet to be 
named) to play the Raiders for 
their own Championship. Even 
after explaining what this 
would mean to the piayers, who 
had worked so hard since 
August, and the friction it was 
going to cause in the com-
